Prices in this list are net, 
except that bulbs priced per each, may be purchased ten at 8 times the single 
rate. Cash in full must accompany order except that orders of $5.00 or over may 
be accompanied by 25% of purchase price and balance sent before time shipment 
is desired. 


All stock is guaranteed true to name and free from thrips and disease. If on 
receiving shipment any items are for any reason unsatisfactory, they may be re- 
turned for refund or credit on exchange, provided they are returned within 5 days. 
We do not guarantee growth, flower production nor results of bulb or bulblet crop, 
because the conditions of planting and culture, weather and pest damage are not 
within our control. 


We advise you to order early while our stock is complete in order to avoid dis- 
appointment. 


BULB SIZES 
Large bulbs have diameters of 1% inch and up. 
Medium bulbs have diameters of *% inch to 1% inch. 
Small bulbs have diameters of less than %4 inch.

Names on our mailing list not credited with an order in the past two seasons 
will not receive a catalog unless you send us a request for same.

25c per package. The number of bulblets in a package will vary greatly, from 
25 to 100 or more according to how liberally the variety produces them. 


If you desire to order only one large bulb of a variety from list No. 1, the price 
is 15c each. Medium size 10c each. We do not accept orders for small bulbs in 
less than lots of 5 for 25c, except that if you order 25c worth of large and/or me- 
dium size, you may order one or more small size at 5¢ each which will then be 
packaged with the larger sizes.

If no date of shipment is indi- 
cated, we will ship them at the time we consider the proper planting date in your 
locality.
